I invited all of us, in last week’s sparks, to look at some elements that 
make up a parish community.

Catechesis according to age 

[175] Adult catechesis, then, must be systematic and 
comprehensive, following the Church's teachings 
faithfully. 

It must proclaim salvation first and foremost, pointing out the 

obstacles to salvation which are prevalent today. 

And it must lead adults to a faith-filled reading of Sacred 
Scripture and to prayer. 

Here are its specific tasks. 

First, it should promote formation in the life of the risen 
Christ, by suitable means such as meaningful 
celebrations of the sacraments, retreats, and spiritual 
direction. 

Second, it should lead adults to evaluate social and cultural 
changes in the light of faith, discerning true values in 
these complex times. 

Third, it should clarify the religious and moral questions of 
our day and time. 

Fourth, it should clarify the relationship between the 

Church's actions and the actions of governments and 
other temporal agencies, by building on the Church's 
social teachings. 

Fifth, it should promote the pastoral aim of Christian 

thought, thereby avoiding fundamentalism and "private" 
interpretation of the Church's teachings. 

And finally, it should encourage adults to take firm hold of the 

Church's mission and to provide a strong Christian witness 

in society. 

Overall, adults in catechesis should be led to see themselves 
for what they are, living their faith in a real time and 
place. 

In this way they avoid losing their individual 
identities in a society which tends to standardize 
people and render them anonymous.

Set in World War II-era England, the story centers 
on four young siblings: Peter (William Moseley), the eldest 
of the Pevensie brood; sensible sister Susan (Anna 
Popplewell); duplicitous Edmund (Skandar Keynes); and 
plucky little Lucy (apple-cheeked newcomer Georgie 
Henley). Evacuated from blitzkrieg-bombarded London, 
the children are left in the safekeeping of an elderly and 
eccentric professor (Jim Broadbent) who lives in a large 
house in the country. 

While playing hide and seek, Lucy happens upon an 
old wardrobe through which she stumbles magically into 
Narnia — a fairy-tale realm populated by talking animals 
and mythical creatures — and she later returns along 
with her brothers and sister. 

Their appearance foretold by an ancient Narnian 
prophecy, the children set out to rescue an imprisoned 
faun (James McAvoy) arrested for fraternizing with Lucy. 
Their quest eventually leads them to fight alongside 
Narnia's regal lion king, Aslan (voiced by Liam Neeson), 
against the evil White Witch, Jadis (Tilda Swinton), who 
holds the land under an icy spell of eternal deep freeze 
("always winter, never Christmas"). 

This is best illustrated by the clearly allegorical 
Christ-figure of Aslan, "a willing victim ... killed in a 
traitor's stead" only to come back to life in glorified form. 
(Though gentle at times, Aslan is not "tame," but a wild 
and dangerous lion of Judah.) 

Told with symbolic strokes, the deeply poignant 
sequence - - a Narnian Via Dolorosa - -unmistakably 
traces Christ's passion from Gethsemane to his dying on 
Calvary, here a stone table upon which Aslan is 
ritualistically slain. (Adults may even feel their tear ducts 
swelling.) Those first to witness the "resurrected" Aslan 
are women, and afterward Aslan "breathes" a new spirit 
of life into those Narnians turned to stone by the White 
Witch's magic, echoing both Pentecost and the harrowing 
of hell. 

The film contains some battlefield violence, intense 
scenes of child peril and menace, and several frightening 
sequences. The USCCB Office for Film & Broadcasting 
classification is A-II — adults and adolescents. The 
Motion Picture Association of America rating is PG — 
parental guidance suggested.

To End All Wars is an affecting World War II drama 
about prisoners of war (including Kiefer Sutherland, 
Robert Carlyle, Ciaran McMenamin and Mark Strong) 
who are forced by the Japanese to build the “railroad of 
death” between Burma and Thailand. Despite 
experiencing brutal conditions at the hands of their 
captors, the POWs discover within themselves the 
capacity for compassion and mercy and ultimately find 
true freedom by forgiving their enemies. 

The film is based on the book Through the Valley of 
the Kwai, Captain Ernest Gordon’s autobiographical 
account of his three-and-a-half years of imprisonment in 
the Japanese POW camps. Despite the almost 
unimaginable suffering that Captain Gordon endured 
from malnutrition, forced labor, jungle disease, and cruel 
beatings, it was during this time in captivity that he 
found a central mission in his life and dedicated himself 
to his faith. He survived the horror of the camps, was 
ordained in the Church of Scotland in 1950, and went on 
to become the Dean of the Chapel at Princeton University 
for 26 years. 

To End All Wars is an epic of courage and 
forgiveness. It’s about the triumph of the human spirit 
over inhumanity, and the journey from the prison of self¬ 
survival to the freedom of self-sacrifice. Edited to 
maximize the humanity of the characters without 
overlooking the cruelty of war, director David L. 
Cunningham’s film grapples with the difficulties of 
comprehending justice and living a morally upright life in 
the face of degradation, humiliation and death. 

The film contains several scenes of war violence 
including torture and intermittent rough language. The 
USCCB Office for Film & Broadcasting classification is A- 
III (adults). The Motion Picture Association of America 
rating is R (Restricted). Children under 17 will not be 
allowed to view this film unless accompanied by a 
parent or adult guardian
